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Reports to Members. 


President. 

This, the second year of our being housed in this noble 
Memorial Building, has been a year of constant extension, particu¬ 
larly in the educational service of the Institute and Museum, and 
your Council is very gratified with the rapidly growing recognition 
of the Museum’s contribution to the educational facilities of the 
city and province. 

The public interest in and use of the Museum continue to 
increase, and the extended syllabus of public lectures is attracting 
increased attendances. 

Membership. —The membership at the beginning of the year 
was 159 life members, and 471 annual subscribers. We have lost 
19 by death and 57 by resignation and removal, while 34 new 
members have been elected. At the last Annual General Meeting 
Sir Cecil Leys and Mr. H. E. Vaile were elected our first Honorary 
Life Members, in recognition of their valuable services. The 
present roll is 588, of whom 157 are life members. 

The fall in membership, though small, is unwelcome, and while 
we recognise the effects of the economic situation, we would urge 
our members to assist the Council by introducing new members. 

Obituary.— We record with regret the deaths of Miss Wood- 
head, Dr. W. C. Greig, Dr. Rayner, Messrs. A. E. Warnock, 
C. Buddie, Henry Winkelmann, S. Rawnsley, H. E. Partridge, 
C. E. Abbott, J. W. Hardley, R. Logan, W. R. Ellingham, T. Phil- 
cox, W. S. Whitley, R. Farrell, H. C. Swan, W. W. Bruce, and 
N. A. Nathan. 

Council. —Nine Meetings of the Council have been held, all 
well attended, in addition to the monthly finance and other com¬ 
mittee meetings. In expressing my appreciation of the services 
rendered by members of the Council, I must specially mention 
their co-operation in field work and in giving public lectures. 

At the last Annual General Meeting a resolution was passed 
placing on record the valuable services rendered by Mr. H. E. Vaile 
during his 20 years’ membership of the Council, including five 
years as President, and recalling his many generous gifts of ethno¬ 
graphical specimens, which now number over three hundred 
exhibits. 
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Mr. John Kenderdine. 
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During the year the death of Mr. John Kenderdine deprived 
the Council and Trust Board of the services of one of our oldest 
and most active members, whose memory will long be cherished 
by his fellow councillors. The vacancies on the Council and Board 
were filled by the appointment of Major-General Sir George 
Richardson to the former, and Sir Cecil Leys to the latter. Mr. 
(. C. Entrican has kindly accepted the position of Honorary 
Numismatist. 

Finance.—Receipts for the year have been £8,153, which is 
£349 less than last year, the chief reductions being £97 in sub¬ 
scriptions, £184 in interest, and £73 in donations. The expendi¬ 
ture, £8,459, includes £269 for show cases ordered in the previ¬ 
ous year, and the balance carried forward, £1,113, is just 
sufficient to meet payments in April and May before the contribu¬ 
tions from local bodies are due in June. Great care and rigid 
economy have had to he exercised to maintain the efficiency of the 
Museum within its limited resources, and it is to be hoped that 
several of our public-spirited citizens may be moved to add their 
names to the roll of benefactors who have already made much 
appreciated gifts and bequests for extending the educational and 
cultural influences of the Museum. 

Local Bodies.—During the year an evening inspection of the 
Museum was made by members of the contributing Local Bodies, 
kindred societies, the Headmasters’ Association and Educational 
Institutions, when demonstrations and displays were given by the 
scientific staff and by the boys of the Natural History and 
Ethnology Clubs. Delegates of the Local Bodies expressed great 
satisfaction with the work being done, and special appreciation of 
the School Service exhibits, which are circulating among the public 
schools, was expressed by the Headmasters. 

In furtherance of our educational work and in honour of our 
late Curator, “Thomas F. Cheeseman Memorial Prizes” have been 
established for essays by pupils of secondary schools on Natural 
History subjects. 

Roll of Honour.—The Council shares with the comrades and 
relatives of those who fell in the war their gratification at the 
completion of the Roll of Honour, which was unveiled by His 
Excellency the Governor-General on April 24th, and expresses 
its determination to maintain, in co-operation with the Returned 
Soldiers’ Association, the sacred character of the memorial gallery 
and chapel.

AIM Ann Report 
1931 to 1932 




The illumination of the Museum and Court of Honour by the 
Auckland Electric-Power Board was completed during the year, 
and tire results have drawn many public expressions of approval. 
The thanks of the Council are gratefully expressed to the Electric- 
Power Board for its excellent service. 

The Museum.—The Mackelvie Trust Board has transferred 
to the Museum the large and valuable Mackelvie Collection of 
European and Oriental arts and crafts and antiquities, thereby 
virtually establishing for us a new department, which has also 
received during the year several other welcome gifts. Sir Cecil 
Leys and Mrs. Selwyn Upton have further enriched the Dr. T. W. 
Leys Collection by the addition of choice Maori antiquities, and 
Mrs. S. J. Lushington has presented a valuable collection of Silver 
and Sheffield Plate. 

Two bronze portrait busts of a Maori man and woman, com¬ 
missioned last year, have been completed, and are strikingly appro¬ 
priate exhibits for the entrance to the Maori Court; we are very 
grateful to the citizens who assisted in providing the funds for 
them. 

Staff.—The members of the staff continue, with close attention 
and enthusiasm, the long task of putting our extensive collections 
into thorough order. It is gratifying to note that they regard their 
duties as comprising not only the usual Museum tasks of field 
collecting, the preservation, classification and display of specimens 
and scientific research, but also active educational work, such as 
the formation of clubs for boys and girls, the preparation of special 
exhibits for schools, and the giving of outside lectures, of which, 
it may be added, 60 have been given during the year. 

The clerical, technical and attendant staff have also worked 
well, and our appreciation is due, too, to the several honorary 
workers who have given valuable assistance. 

Public Affairs.—The Council has co-operated with the 
Acclimatisation Society and the Zoological Society in securing the 
removal of protection from stoats and weasels, the destruction of 
goats on Coromandel, and the liberation of bell-birds on the Wai- 
takere Hills. It has also joined actively with those who have 
urged the reconsideration of the proposed road through the 
Domain. 

Future Development.—The work already done has shown 
that the Council and the staff are endeavouring to make the 
Museum not only a place of attractive interest to its many visitors, 
but also a centre for scientific research and public education. To 
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extend these valuable public utilities we need financial assistance. 
We therefore feel justified in appealing to citizens for assistance 
in increasing our collections, and for means to extend our School 
Service, field work, and the erection of one or more large display 
groups illustrating the manners and customs of the Maori people.

Institute Meetings.—Seven public lectures, at which the 
average attendance was 268, and two ordinary meetings were held 
during the session. Two lectures were arranged in conjunction 
with the Workers’ Educational Association, a third was held under 
the joint auspices of the University College and the Institute, and 
the last was contributed by the Auckland Branch of the British 
Medical Association. In expressing our appreciation of the co¬ 
operation of other educational and scientific institutions, we desire 
to thank the British Medical Association for its help, and the 
University College Council for again granting the use of the 
College Hall and lecture theatres. 

The lectures were given as follows:—

Mr. Manley’s lecture was admirably illustrated by the cinema 
film, "Moana of the South Seas," a copy of which has since been 
presented to the Museum by the Paramount Film Service. 

At the first of the Ordinary Meetings lectures were given by 
the following members of Te Akarana Maori Association:— 
Mr. T. Rukutai, Mr. L. Parore, and Mr. W. Cooper. 

We thank the Akarana Association not only for arranging a 
very interesting evening, but also for co-operating with the Insti¬ 
tute in several other matters of common interest during the year. 

Other papers were read at Ordinary Meetings by Miss Cran- 
well, Mr. Powell, Mr. Clarke, Mr. Falla, and Mr. Archev. 

Anthropology and Maori Race Section.—The activities of 
the section comprised a very interesting and successful series of 
lectures, each of which invoked a keen and useful discussion, indi¬ 
cating the deep interest and widened knowledge of the members 
in the subjects under consideration. 

Lectures were given by Miss L. M. Cranwell, Captain G. 
Humphreys-Davies, and Messrs. G. Archev, V. F. Fisher, Geo. 
Graham, E. H. Nepia and W. R. McGregor. 

The customary annual field day was held at the Te Tatua pa 
(Three Kings), under the guidance of Mr. Nepia, who explained 
the history and characteristics of the old Maori stone wall, and 
the general fortification of this interesting old stronghold. 

The officers of the Section were: Chairman, Mr. Jas. McVeagh; 
Committee, Mrs. G. Osborne, Miss Z. O. Lloyd, Messrs. V. F. 
Fisher, R. A. Falla, A. T. Pycroft, Geo. Graham (Hon. Secre¬ 
tary), and Mr. Ivo Esam (Hon. Auditor). 

Astronomical Section.—The membership of the Astronomical 
Society remains at 32. The eight lectures which have been held 
have been well attended, both by members and the general public, 
and have all been followed by interesting discussions.

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The lecturers were Professor Burbidge, Mr. N. H. Good, Mr. 
E. G. Jones, Mr. G. B. Bell, Lieut-Commander A. W. Clarke, R.N., 
Mr. A. C. Gifford, Dr. C. E. Adams, and Mr. L. G. Wilson. 

Mr. J. P. Artha has again provided a list of the more import¬ 
ant astronomical phenomena to be observed during the year, and 
his valuable summaries have stimulated much interest among 
members and visitors. 

The observatory is still in the Old Grammar School buildings, 
and the telescope, which is in very good order, is frequently used. 
The site, however, is not satisfactory, and the Committee still 
hopes to be able to procure a better one: the main difficulty is that 
of finance. 

The section is rendering useful service to the community and 
trusts its efforts may be rewarded with increased support. 

Additions to the Collections.—Important additions to the 
newly established department of European Arts and Antiquities 
are a large collection of porcelain presented by Mrs. A. C. Lennard, 
and other welcome gifts from Miss Ada Morrison, Mrs. H. E. 
Shakespear, Captain Ryder, Mr. Mappin and Mr. Ford. 

A series of clay pots from excavations at Ur has been pre¬ 
sented by the Trustees of the British Museum, and antiquities 
from Tel-el-Amarna by the Egypt Exploration Society. 

Mrs. C. Alma Baker has deposited a large series of fine 
Malayan silver ware, and an important collection of Etruscan 
antiquities has been deposited by the Rev. F. P. de L. Willis. 

The Matthew Fowlds hand-loom has again been set up, and 
Sir George Fowlds, Mrs. Ruth Jamieson and Mr. John Goldie 
have each presented articles which were woven on it many years 
ago. 

A further important series of Moa remains has been secured 
through Mr. Mappin. Sir Carrick Robertson, Mr. Pycroft and 
the Director making a second expedition to Waikaremoana, and 
additional specimens have been presented by Mr. L. J. Matthews 
and Mr. Geoff. Matthews, Mr. E. T. Frost, Mrs. E. Phillips, and 
Mr. K. Purcell Tapper. 

Additions to the War Museum include a series of photographs 
of New Zealand battlefield memorials kindly supplied by the Hon. 
the High Commissioner, and the Rev. M. Mullineaux, M.C., and 
collections of War documents, maps and documents presented by 
Mr. F. D. Ferriman and Mr. T. F. Grey.

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Special Exhibition.—A very successful exhibition of Antique 
Plate was held in October and November. Specimens of old plate 
in copper, brass, pewter, Sheffield plate and silver were lent by 
over 75 members and friends, and a display was made of a con¬ 
siderable variety of specimens illustrating the various methods 
employed by the craftsmen of the 17th and 18th centuries, and the 
high artistic standards of their productions. 

The success of the exhibition was largely due to the valuable 
co-operation of a committee consisting of Messrs. W. J. P. 
Hodgkins, H. S. Dadley, W. J. Crowther, C. C. Coniyns. and 
E. S. Kohn, who kindly assisted in collecting and identifying 
specimens, and in arranging the display. The attendance at the 
Museum increased by 1,000 per week during the exhibition. 

Visiters.—The attendance of the public has been 148,501 
during the year, a weekly average of 2,856. A satisfactory feature 
of the attendance is the considerable number of school classes 
visiting the Museum. 

Sunday Lectures and Demonstrations.—Miss Cranwell 
arranged the following two series of Sunday afternoon public 
lectures in June and August:— 

Mr. V. F. Fisher—“Maori Dwellings and Storehouses." 

Miss E. F. Kibblewhite—“New Zealand Ferns ”

Rev. Angus MacDonald, O.B.E.—“The Great Wall of China.” 

These lectures are very well attended, and that they are appreci¬ 
ated is shown by the fact that already (i.e., April) enquiries are 
being made as to when the Sunday lectures will recommence. 

Maori plaiting and weaving exhibitions have again been given 
by Mrs. Piki Tawhaki Tamehana, Mrs. Grace and Mrs. Rukutai. 

Increased demands continue to be made on the time of members 
of the staff, not only for answers to enquiries, but also for public 
lectures and demonstrations.

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Over 2,000 enquiries were answered, many of them involving 
the identification of considerable series of plants or animals, and 
60 lectures w r ere given by Miss Cranwell (14), Mr. Falla (29), 
Mr. Fisher (8), Mr, Powell (5), and the Director (4) to outside 
organizations. 

Publications.—The second number of Volume I. of the 
“Records of the Auckland Institute and Museum” appeared in 
November, and a “Guide to the Exhibition of Antique Plate” 
was published in October.

General. 

In addition to individual field collecting during the year, a 
larger expedition was undertaken to investigate the natural history 
and ethnology of the northernmost portion of the North Auckland 
peninsula, from Cape Maria van Diemen to North Cape. Good 
collections were obtained and useful observations made by each 
member of the party. These will not only contribute to the 
improvement of museum display, but will also serve as material 
for research. Moreover, the expedition aroused much local in¬ 
terest in the activities and needs of the Museum. 

Our thanks are due to Mr. K. Richardson, Mr. and Mrs. G. 
Rust and other residents for kind hospitality and assistance, and 
to Mr. A. H. Watt for accompanying the party and giving us the 
benefit of his extensive local knowledge. 

The continual labelling of displayed specimens, the collection, 
care, and classification of new material, the additions of new 
exhibits, among which may be mentioned cases illustrating 
“Pearls,” “Prehistoric Man,” “Textiles and Weaving,” bird 
groups, big-game fishes and a native timber display, special exhi¬ 
bitions, definite educational work, and, in addition, the many calls 
for the supply of information have all combined to make an ex- 
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tremely busy year, in which the clerical staff and the workshop 
have fully participated. The support which the latter gives in the 
preparation and display of specimens may be judged by the fact 
that the taxidermist has prepared over 200 specimens, which 
included three large fish casts, a bird group and a group to display 
a gnu and kudu, and the cabinetmaker has completed nearly 300 
frames, stands and other fittings, as well as assembling and com¬ 
pleting the woodwork of four new show cases. 

In thanking our voluntary helpers who are also mentioned in 
the departmental reports, I desire to record the valuable work of 
Mr. Hounsell in setting up a comprehensive display of the kauri 
gum industry, and in cleaning and preserving the whole of the 
moa remains, as well as giving skilled assistance to every member 
of the scientific staff.

Assistant Director. 

The principal accessions in the department of fishes were a 
specimen of the “Whaler Shark” presented by Mr. H. H. Edwards, 
a Carpet Shark from Mr. L. Bray, a very large specimen of the 
smooth Stingaree from Mr. J. H. Aitchison, a large number of 
tropical fishes from Aitutaki presented by Mr. Drury Low, as well 
as other interesting specimens given by Captain H. M. S. Ryder, 
Mr. F. Shirley, the “Fishermen’s Co-op.,” and others. 

Ten additions were made to the display of fishes, including 
Mr. White Wickham’s Mako Shark of 7981bs., Mr. P. D. Hewett’s 
Tiger Shark, 7341bs., and a large Sun Fish which weighed half 
a ton. An exhibit showing the life history of eels was also 
prepared. 

The reference collection of fishes has been maintained in good 
order, and many additions have been included, most of which have 
been critically examined; all types in the collection have now been 
specially marked. 

Skeletons of a Moa and a fossil Penguin were articulated, the 
Mackelvie collection was checked, packed and transferred to the. 
Museum and subsequently displayed, ten cases in the European 
Arts section were dismantled to provide space for the special 
exhibition, and subsequently rearranged, and the returning of 
specimens lent for the exhibition was safely effected, in most of 
which undertakings I was ably assisted by Mr. Leece. 

The Greek and Roman exhibits have been re-arranged to make 
room for the display of the Rev. Mr. Willis’ Etruscan collection, 
and several changes have been made in the recent acquisition case.

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Routine duties have included the recording of 592 double 
accession cards, 620 index cards for fishes and labels for exhibited 
specimens. A preliminary overhaul of the coin collection has been 
completed, 122 photographs have been taken, and 414 enquiries 
have been answered. 

A revision of the Carangid fishes is nearly complete, and 
descriptions and illustrations of several new species of fishes have 
been prepared.

Education and School Service. 

School Service.—Since the inauguration of the loan service 
to schools in April, 1930, forty-five schools have received series of 
cases. There are now 24 cases in circulation, and additions at 
the rate of 12 new cases each year are planned. Besides the 
regular cases, small collections of specimens from all departments 
have been lent to schools and other educational institutions for 
special exhibitions. 

Special Classes.—In June arrangements were made with the 
Principal of the Training College for students to visit the Maori 
Halls. Shell Gallery and Halls of N.Z. plant and bird life, under 
the guidance of members of the Museum staff; 225 student 
teachers attended this course on three Saturday mornings, and in 
addition a general lecture was given by the Director on the educa¬ 
tional services of the Museum. 

In October, arrangements were made with the Director of the 
Jubilee Institute for the Blind for special instruction in nature 
study to be given to children of school age. Specimens that may 
be handled are used to illustrate the lessons, which have so far 
been taken by Mr. Powell (6), Mr. Fisher (4) and Mr. Falla (4), 
and are to continue for one hour each Monday morning throughout 
the school year.

Botanist. 

Accessions have been numerous, especially in economic botany. 
Chief amongst these were gifts of dyestuffs from the Liverpool 
Free Public Museums, of Kapok from Howard. Abbott, Ltd., and 
of timber specimens from the State Forest Service, Westland. 
These were put on display, together with twlve planks of native 
and two of exotic timbers, twelve transparencies of exotic conifers 
grown in New Zealand, a large “Vegetable Sheep” from Mt. 
Torlesse, Canterbury, and a set of Maori medicinal plants. In 
addition 80 minor exhibits have been labelled. 
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Portraits in Bronze of Maori Man and Woman. 
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A new and larger Native Plant Table was provided this year: 
assistance in keeping it freshly covered was given by Lady Gunson, 
Mrs. Geo. Brownlee, Miss E. Reekie, and the W.E.A. Field Club. 
Through these living specimens an attempt is made to suggest to 
visitors the beauty, interest and possible utility of the flora, and 
to imbue city-dwellers with some regard for the march of the 
seasons as expressed by plant-life. 

During the year a Girls’ Club called the Junior Botanists was 
formed. Meetings are held each week and field excursions are an 
important part of the programme. The original school cases were 
re-labelled and a sixth, illustrating the life-history of the man¬ 
grove, was prepared. In addition short series of talks were given 
at the request of some of the local schools. 

A Botanical Evening was held on December 10th. This 
experiment was entirely successful, and thanks are due to Miss 
E. F. Kibblewhite and to Miss M. Crookes for their papers on 
New Zealand ferns and orchids respectively. A paper on "What 
Rangitoto means to the Botanist," delivered at this meeting, led 
to an appointment as Honorary Botanist to the Rangitoto Domain 
Board. Thirteen other lectures on ethno-botanical or purely 
botanical subjects were given, and 150 lantern slides, prepared for 
these, were added to the Museum collection. As an experiment 
a skeleton lecture on "Textile Fibres, their Preparation and Use 
by the Maori,” was prepared for a women’s club in the country. 

Satisfactory progress was made with mounting the Cheeseman 
Herbarium. Miss M. Vaile and Miss N. Mackie have kindly 
assisted with this. The Polynesian collections were enriched by 
the careful collecting of Miss Ross (Pitcairn) and Mr. A. M. Lin¬ 
ton (Manihiki), while additions to the general collections were 
made by Messrs. J. E. Atwood and M. Hodgkins, and by personal 
collecting at Whangarei Heads, at Waikato Heads and in the 
East Cape district. Gifts of mosses were received through Mr. 
G. O. K. Sainsbury, and of seaweeds from Mr. R. M. Laing. The 
Rev. J. H. Simmonds Collection of Eucalypts, deposited by the 
Auckland University College, should prove a useful addition to 
the reference collections. 

Field work in connection with research on algae was continued 
on both coasts near Auckland, and notes on "The Vegetation of 
Maungapohatu” were published by Miss L. B. Moore and myself 
in the Records of the Museum (Vol. 1. No. 2). 

Attention to requests for information and identifications 
absorbs more and more time. Of some six hundred enquiries 
received, over half were dealt with by correspondence. 

L. M. CRANWELL. 
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Ornithologist. 

The total number of bird specimens (exclusive of eggs) 
acquired during the year is 332. The most notable addition to the 
collection of skins is the series of 90 species of the birds of Ceylon, 
presented by Mr. A. R. Hughes, Hon. N.Z. Government Agent 
at Colombo. This is the second collection of the birds of this 
region received from Mr. Hughes. A further notable addition is 
the collection of eggs and photographic negatives of bird life from 
the Kermadecs to Campbell Island, made by Mr. G. Ruddle and 
presented by him to the Museum Museum collecting during the 
year has added 132 specimens (skins, skeletons and eggs). 

The chief alteration in the N.Z. Bird Hall has been the 
addition of habitat groups. Two of these, representing subantarc- 
tic and Antarctic bird habitats, have been adapted to the limited 
space of main gallery cases. The group case of white-fronted 
terns has been reconditioned throughout. In addition to those 
making up the groups, 50 birds have been added to the mounted 
collections, and a few faded specimens have been withdrawn. 

Special exhibits for temporary display have also been arranged, 
as follows:— 

Live specimens of native lizards and frogs. 

Natural History sketches from Melanesia, by Miss Broughton. 

An exhibit of the newly-introduced Garden White Butterfly. 

Lectures.—Twenty-nine lectures on natural history topics have 
been given during the year, including wireless broadcast talks on 
bird life. In addition a course of Natural History lectures was 
given at a Teachers’ Summer School held in Whangarei in 
January, 1932. 

New additions to the cabinet collection of birds have been 
catalogued and labelled. The available space for storage of skin 
collections is now fully occupied.

Storage accommodation in strong cardboard boxes has been 
provided for a collection of skeletons of New Zealand birds, and 
40 sets of bones are already stored or in course of preparation.

(a) A Review of N.Z. Cormorants: from material in the 
Museum collection (preliminary paper read 27th October). 

(b) Continuation of report on Antarctic birds collected by 
the Mawson Expedition. 

(c) Study of the habits of N.Z. lizards; assisted by Mr. E.

(d) Preparation of report on Chukor partridge and examina¬ 
tion of suitable country on behalf of Auckland Acclimatis¬ 
ation Society. 

(e) Collection of field data and specimens of North Island 
mutton birds in connection with investigations into 
stomach oils, by Professor Malcolm and Mr. Carter, of 
Otago University. 


R. A. FALLA. 


Conchologist and Palaeontologist. 

During the year the collections of Recent and fossil mollusca 
and of other invertebrate animals have been enriched by the 
addition of over 6,000 specimens, 700 by gift, 2,500 by exchange 
with other Museums, and the remainder by personal collecting. 
The exchanges are made possible by the formation of reserve 
collections of duplicates which are the result of Museum field 
trips and personal collecting. 

Outstanding gifts were a large collection of the land and fresh¬ 
water shells of Ceylon, from Mr. A. R. Hughes, and an extensive 
series of the Crustacea of Aitutaki, from Mr. Drury Low. 

Among the collections received by exchange, that comprising 
a large series of Ordovician fossils from North America deserves 
special mention. 

Collecting trips to the Far North and to the Bay of Plenty 
resulted in a wealth of important material, both for the Museum 
permanent collection and for future exchanges. 
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Two new exhibits have been installed in the shell gallery, one 
dealing with pearls and the pearl fisheries of the world, and the 
other with New Zealand carnivorous mountain snails. The latter 
exhibit is explained by means of a specially prepared papier mache 
relief map. In the New Zealand geology section the two cases 
dealing with Tertiary fossils have been remodelled and many new 
specimens added. These exhibits alone entailed the preparation 
cf 609 labels, 68 photographs and over 800 specimens. 

The Boys’ Club, formed last year, now has a membership of 
ten. Apart from weekly meetings and several field days, the 
activities of the club for the year include several essay competitions 
and a special exhibition at the Museum, which was prepared 
entirely by the club members. 

A fifth case, dealing with shellfish, has been prepared for the 
School Service, and has been in use during the year. Also four 
lectures on shellfish have been delivered to the children of the 
Institute for the Blind, and another on “Snails” was given as one 
of the Museum Sunday afternoon series. 

A considerable amount of work has been expended in the pre¬ 
paration and classification of the new material received during 
the year.

Over 300 enquiries have been answered, 140 of them being by 
letter and entailing the identification of specimens. 


A. W. B. POWELL. 
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Assistant Ethnologist. 

The ethnology department has benefited by the addition of 935 
specimens during the year, among which the following gifts are of 
special interest:— 

A greenstone mere given by Miss L. E. Brabant, two carved 
feather boxes presented by the family of the late Joseph Ogle, a 
set of Ceylonese dancing masks from Mr. A. R. Hughes, a col¬ 
lection of Polynesian and Melanesian articles from Mr. H. G. 
Cornwall, and a large grinding stone from Spirits Bay, presented 
by Paraha Ratahi. 

Among the interesting articles deposited are a greenstone mere 
and ornaments from Miss Eleanor Brown, an ancient carved stone 
bowl from Mr. Angus McLennan, a fine greenstone hei matau 
from Mr. Walter Masters, and collections of Maori and Polynesian 
articles from Mr. J. Bethell, Surgeon-Commander R. Buddie, 
R.N.. and Mr. C. Chapman. 

Four new cases of Maori material have been arranged, includ¬ 
ing a display of our collection of hei tiki set up by the Director. 
Numerous Polynesian and Melanesian specimens have been dis¬ 
played in their respective cases, and the labelling has been com¬ 
pleted in 22 cases in the Maori section. 

An Ethnology Club for boys formed during the year held 
30 meetings and two outdoor excursions. Eight public lectures 
have been given, classes for children from the Institute for the 
Blind arranged, and various societies shown through the Maori 
Court. One school case illustrating greenstone ornaments and 
implements was prepared. An increase is noted in the number of 
people making use of the Museum’s collection of lantern slides, 
to which many additions were made during the year. 

Interviews and enquiries totalled 126, besides correspondence. 

The Solomon Island, Santa Cruz, New Hebrides and part 
of the South African reference collections have been classified 
and stored, in which valuable assistance has been rendered by Mr. 
W. K. Hounsell and Mr. E. Perks. 

Field work was engaged in at Wharehine, the North Cape 
district and Whangape. 

A paper entitled "Some Notes on Maori Agricultural and 
Earth-working Implements” was published in the Museum 
"Records.” Vol. 1, No. 2. 

V. F. FISHER. 
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Librarian. 

During the year a card-catalogue has been made of the whole 
of the Library, with the exception of a series of annual reports 
and of duplicates. 

Additions to the Library by gift number fourteen, and 131 
volumes have been purchased. Exchanges for the “Records” have 
been received from eighteen additional institutions, increasing our 
total exchange list to one hundred and twenty. 

The late Mr. John Kenderdine continued up to the time of his 
death to add to his valuable gift of books on early New Zea¬ 
land history, and Mrs. Kenderdine has enhanced that gift by a 
further donation. 

The increase in the use of the library noted last year has con¬ 
tinued both in the borrowing of books by members and in the use 
of the library for reference by University students.
